IT hear that the new claims, free 
geld,. found and staked by the 
Yates Bros.,who returned to England, 
are very good:- They aretocxted-about 
50 miles east of those staked by others 
last winter. Two men are now. start- 
ing out for Fen du Lac to prospect, 
as there is supposed to be good in- 


dications of gold there. The ‘amount |. 


paid out here to the Indians at Chipe- 
wyan who took treaty is about $6,500, 
and about $4,000 or more is expected 
to be the amount necessary at Fond 
du Lac. 

Colin Fraser, trader at Chipewyan, 
has done all in his power to make the 
members of the Indian commission 
feel at home while here, making his 
house a home for us whenever we felt 
like paying him a visit. Mr. Fraser 
has been very successful in his trad- 
ing business this year. The amount 
of fur seen at his place was enormous. 
Silver foxes and fine martin as well as 
beaver and otter of best quality 
amongst the lot, but as I am nota 
valuator of fur I could not say how 
much cash it would bring when at 
Edmonton. Mr. Fraser has also come 
in for his share of the $1 bills, your 
correspondent to-day counting not 
less than 2,500 of thom on the carpet 
in Mr. Fraser's home. He told me 
that he expected at least $1,000 more 
before another couple of days and I 
feel sure that such will be the case as 
Mr. Fraser seems to have great in- 
fluence amongst the native population. 

The Hon. Mr. Laird and others of 
the Indian commission paid a visit to 
the Roman Catholic mission and there 
had a good time, the children present- 
ing Mr: Laird with an address and 
a fine pair of native made moccasins, 
Hon. Mr. Laird responded to the address 
in a most befitting manner, the 
bishop complimenting him or his 
eloquence. Mr. Laird was also pre- 
sented with a tobacco pouch of ‘fine 
make (quill work). After going 
through. several rooms such. as office, 
schoolroom and other departments the 
party sat down to a fine ‘dinner 
and puffing away at the finest of 
Havana’s left the mission well pleased 
with what they had seen. 

The wind has been blowing here 
from the Northwest for days, and the 
party won’t be able to leave here for 
Fon du Lac until it changes or 
there is a dead calm.
